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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE   L—NAME. 

The  Association  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of 
the  "Canadian  Protestant  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.— QUALIFICATION. 

No  person  shall  become  a  Member  of  this 
Association  unless  he  is  kno^n  to  be  a  mic 
Protestant,  of  a  good  moral  character,  and  a  loya* 
British  subject. 

ARTICLE  III.— OFFICERS. 

The  Officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Irt 
Vice-President,  2d  Vice-President,  Recording 
Secretary,  Assistant  Recording  ^^^''^^'yi^'^^^ 
cial  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Usher  Tyler  a^ 
Chaplwn,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  baU 
ballot  ev^ry  six  months,  viz:  l^stjefJiu- meeto^^ 
in  March  and  September,  and  shall  be  inducted 
into  office  on  the  next  meeting  after  election. 

ARTICLE  IV.-DUTY  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sbction  18T.-It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  and  enforce  » 
due  observance  of  the  ConstituUon  and  By-lAWS, 
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and  to  see  that  all  the  Officers  perform  their  re* 
spective  duties,  and  appoint  all  Committees  and 
Officers  not  otherwise  provided  for,  give  the  cast- 
ing vote  in  all  matters  before  the  meeting  when 
a  tie  shall  occur,  inspect  and  annoimce  the  result 
of  all  balloting  and  other  votes,  direct  the  R.  S. 
to  call  Special^  Meetings  when  requested  so  to  do 
by  the  Managing  Committee,  sign  all  orders  on 
the  Treasury  when  voted  by  the  Association,  and 
perform  all  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

Section  2d.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  1st 
Vice-President  to  assist  the  P.  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duty,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  P.  preside  in 
his  stead. 

Section  8d.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  2d 
Vice-President  to  assist  the  P.  or  1st  V.  P.  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duty  when  required,  and  in 
their  absence  preside  over  the  meeting. 

Section  4th.— -It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Recording  Secretary  to  keep  a  fair  and  impartial 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association, 
write  communications,  notify  members  to  attend 
meetings  when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  his  representatives,  attest  to  all  monies 
ordered  to  be  paid  at  a  regular  meeting  and  none 
Other,  and  he  shall  make  out  at  the  end  of  his 
term  a  full  report  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  during  his  term  of  office,  and  shall 
perform  all  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of 
him  by  the  Association,  and  deliver  up  to  his 
successor  within  one  week  from  the  expiration  of 
his  term,  all  Books,  Papers,  and  other  property 
In  his  possession  belonging  to  his  Office. 
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SiCTiOM  5th.— The  Assistant  Recording  Secre- 
tary shall  be  an  wd  to  the  R.  S.  and  shall  act  under 
his  direction,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  R.  S.  per* 
form  his  duty. 

Section   6th.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Financial  Secretary  to   keep    a  just    and   true 
account  between  the  Association  and  its  mem- 
bers, credit  the  amounts  paid,  and  pay  the  same 
immediately  over  to  the  T,,  taking  his  receipt 
He  shall,  previous  to  the  ciuse  of  his  term,  notify 
every  member  who  is  in  arrears.    At  the  end  of 
his  term  he  shall  make  out  for  the  Association  a 
full  report  of  all  dues  received  by  him  during  his 
term  of  office.    He  shall  deliver  up  to  his  suc- 
cessor all  matters  appertaining  to  his  office  in  hia 
possession. 

Section  'Zth.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Treasurer  to  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  him  by  the 
P.  attested  by  the  R.  S.,  and  none  other.  He 
shall  receive  all  monies  of  the  Association  and 
hold  the  same  until  the  expiration  of  his  term, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Association,  and 
deliver  up  all  Monies,  Books,  Papers  and  other 
property  of  the  Association  within  one  week  from 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

Section  8th.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Usher 
to  examine  and  introduce  all  persons  about  to 
become  members  of  the  Association  and  take 
charge  of  all  property  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

Section  9th.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Tyler 
to  take  charge  of  the  door,  to  keep  off  intruders, 
and  after  the  meeting  is  regularly  opened  report 
to  the  V.  P.  the  names  of  all  persons  wishing  to 
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enter  the  meeting,  and  adimt  none  without  his 
authority. 

Section  10th.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chaplain  to  open  and  close  all  meetings  bj 
prayer. 

ARTICLE  v.— ELIGIBILITY  FOR  MEMBER.

Section  1st. — ^No  person  shall  be  admitted  a 
member  of  the  Association  under  18  years  of  age» 
nor  for  a  less  sum  than  28.  6d.  Currency. 

Section  2»). — ^The  name  of  a  person  offered  for 
membership  must  be  proposed  in  writing,  stating 
age,  residence,  and  business,  which  must  be  en- 
tered upon  record,  and  the  subject  refered  to 
three  members  of  the  Association  for  investiga- 
tion,  who  shall  report  in  writing  at  a  succeeding 
meeting,  when  the  candidate  shall  be  balloted  tor 
with  ball  ballots,  and  if  not  more  than  four  black 
balls  vppesLc  against  him,  he  shall  be  declared 
elected;  but  if  five  or  more  black  balls  appear 
against  him,  he  shall  be  rejected,  and  so  declared. 
No  person  so  rejected  shall  be  proposed  again  un- 
der  three  months. 

ARTICLE  VL— CONTRIBUTIONS.

ARTICLE  VII.— OFFENCE. 

SHpnoii  l8T.— -Any  member  who  shall  yioUtt 


the  obligation  he  has  taken  at  his  admission  int9 
the  Association,  ct  knowingly  yiolate  its  estab* 
lished  principles  or  rules,  or  shall  offend  against 
these  Articles  or  By-Laws,  shall  be  subject  to  be 
fined,  reprimanded,  suspended  or  expelled,  as 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular 
meeting  may  determine. 

Section  2d. — Every  member  shall  be  entitied 
to  a  fair  trial  for  any  offence  involving  reprimand, 
suspension  or  expulsion ;  but  no  member  shall  be 
put  on  trial  unless  charges  duly  specif^ng  his 
offence  be  submitted  in  writing  by  a  member  of 
the  Association. 

Section  3d. — ^When  chargea  have  been  prefer- 
red against  a  member,  they  shall  be  referred  to  a 
Special  Committee  of  five  members,  who  shall, 
with  as  littie  delay  as  the  case  will  admit,  summon 
the  parties,  examine  and  determine  the  matter  in 
question,  and  il  their  decision  does  not  involve 
the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  member,  and  no 
appeal  be  taken  from  it  to  the  Association,  it 
shall  be  final  without  other  action.

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BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE   I. 

Section  1st. — ^This  Association  shall  meet  on 
every  Wednesday  evening  in  each  week,  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  The  hour  of  meeting 
shall  be,  from  the  1st  of  April  to  the  1st  of  No- 
vember inclusive,  at  eight  o*clock ;  and  from  the 
1st  of  November  to  the  1st  of  April  inclusive,  at 
half-past  seven  o'clock.  The  meeting  shall  be 
opened  within  fifteen  minutes  of  the  appointed 
time. 

ARTICLE  IL 

Section  2d. — ^No  nomination  for  office  shall  be

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1st. — ^No  member  shall  take  part  in 
any  discussion  on  the  night  of  his  initiation,  unless 
by  the  special  permission  of  the  presiding  officer. 

Section  2d. — No  member  of  the  Association 
being  more  than  six  months  in  arrears  shall  be  en- 
titled to  take  part  in  any  debate  or  vote  on  any 
subject  or  question. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1st. — Any  member  who  shall  reftise 
or  neglect  to  pay  his  dues  and  arrears  for  the 
space  of  twelve  months,  shall  be  notified  by  the 
F.  S.,  and  should  his  account  remain  unsettled  for 
one  month  after  such  notification.  He  shall  be  sus- 
pended during  the  pleasure  of  the  Association, 
and  on  subsequently  being  reinstated,  he  must 
pay  the  whole  amount  standing  against  him  at  the 
time  of  his  suspension,  together  with  the  whole 
sum  to  which  he  would  have  been  subject  had  he 
not  been  suspended.
